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1. Ths Soolety of Friends of Revublican Spain (Vybor Spoleenost4 Pratel 
Derekratickeho Spanciska) hae its beadquartera at No. 5 Sobotecla Street, 
Pragus 12, and hia Sew qrours in all the prineipal eitisa of Czecho- 
Slovakia. It was founded “during the Sranish Civil War with the purpose 
of halping Spanish enisres and anti-Franco fightera so as to aid in set- 
ting up a denocratic weir in the faninsula, The Society's rotte want 
"He who defends Vadrid defonda Prame." Ths Minister of the Interior 
at that time was uncooperative, iatt President Bones told V. Vosks, preai- 
dent of the Ssaisty, that the Society could count on tacit aid from him. 


2. The Society anrolied 3,000 Czechonlovake whe vent to finht In Spain as 
volunteers. In addition it set up a hospital near “Madrid, at Banscasino, 
with ten buildings and Czechoslovak doctors and peraomnel., It set up an 
orphan camp in a chateau in southern France for younrer child refugees 

25X14 and a camp in Beleiun for older children. In various ways it extended 
aid to the Czechoslovak volunteers mentioned above,
